He thinks himſelf coop d up within the

Theſe are Preparations that call aloud 
for a ready and a ſerious Attention; they 


are ſuch as ought to rouſe us out of our 
falſe Security, out of that dull Lethargy 
wherein we have ſo long ſlept; like 
Sampſon, ſtrong indeed in native Valour, 
but weak thro* Negligence and Effemi-
